LESSONS LEARNED BY THE PRACTICE 
OF THE “ PARTICULAR SERVICE." 


Engla nd*» To rpedo Bo a t Sy stem Mo st Be 
Reco nstructed—The Ra m Po ly phem us 
Running the Ga untlet — Co stly 
Fo lly o f Euro pea n Po wers. 


TREATMENT OF LONDON SEWAGE. 


(New Yo rk Sun.J 
It is announced th a t the British adm iralty 
are to build sev eral more ram s like the Po­ 
ly phem us, which disting uished herself a t 
the late battle in B antry bay . 
The practice 
ev olutions of the P articular Serv ice fleet on 
th a t occasion hav e led to v ary ing inference« 
and surmises. 
In operations of th at sort 
there are so m any laborious m ake-believ es 
th a t ev en skilled judg es of such encounters 
m ay reach opposite conclusions about them. 
Occasionally , too, the orderly character of 
tfie g am e is interfered w ith by a real instead 
of an im ag inary disaster, as when the Laan- 
der, a new w ar ship on her first cruise, ran 
upon a rock near Bantry , and stov e a hole 
in her bottom as neatly as the Tallapoosa 
could hav e done it. 
Y et im portant lessons were taug h t by the 
com bat in B antry bay , and lessons th at 
hav e a v alue for other nations besides the 
British. 
One of these is th a t the entire sy s­ 
tem of torpedo boats on which Eug land has 
laid out m uch money and labor m ust be re­ 
constructed, since they cannot be trusted to 
accom pany a fleet of ironclads to sea ex cept 
in fine weather, and m ay be inefficient at 
best 
A second lesson is th at the ty pe of 
Eng lish g unboats there em ploy ed is th o r­ 
oug hly disappointing . 
The nav al opera­ 
tions were delay ed a week until four of 
these crafts could make the passag e from 
Ply m outh to B antry , and finally they had 
to be towed in by th eir consort 
A third 
lesson 
is th a t 
the 
fam iliar dev ice of 
a heav y boom fo r protecting harbors may 
be usole;s ag ainst a fast steam ram . 
It will be rem em bered th a t in the sham 
lig ht a t B antry A dm iral Hoskins took in a 
fleet of small craft, consisting of torpedo 
boats, row ing g un launches, steam pinnaces 
and stearn^ cutters, 
w ith which to attack 
A dm iral W hy te’s obstruction, consisting of 
nearly a mile of boom, form ed with spars, 
wire hawsers and cables for entang ling 
boats, and protected on the outside by four 
lines of observ ation mines nearly fifty feet 
below the surface. 
Electro-contact mines 
and 
batteries of machine g uns also sup­ 
ported the defense. 
Not to dwell on details, 
the attack had not the g host of a chance of 
¿uccuss, and if the com bat had been a real 
one. 
ev ery 
boat 
of 
the 
attacking 
flotilla 
would 
hav e 
been 
sunk, 
cap­ 
tured, or put to flig ht 
Thus, to the in 
capacity of the torpedo v essels to g o to sea 
in all weathers m ust be added th a t of in 
ability to do any thing of conseq uence in an 
as» ault of th at character. A torpedo trav el­ 
ing on the surface was adjudg ed to hav e 
harm ed the boom more th an the combined 
attacks of the m usq uito sq uadron. 
The nex t day , howev er, the Poly phemus, 
a heav y , sw ift ram , ran the g aunlet of half 
a dozen torpedo boats g uarding the boom, 
shot clear of a q uantity of W hiteheads, 
throug h the adm irable dex terity of C ap t 
Jeffrey ?, her com m ander, and finally , driv 
mg at the boom a t a speed of sev enteen 
kaats, sev ered the fiv e-inch steel wire haw 
ser w ithout the slig htest shock or pause, as 
if it h a l been paper. 
But the most striking refl 3ction in study ­ 
ing this mock encounter is the testim ony it 
furnishes to the costly folly of European 
powers in keep up and constantly renewing 
prodig ious m ilitary and nav al establish 
ment» . 
W hat possiblo g round of satisfac­ 
tion and confidence can a perform ance like 
that of B antry bay g iv e to the British ad 
m iralty ? The British were fig hting their 
own means of attack. 
The nav y of Eng ­ 
land is its g reat ag g ressiv e ag ent; y et an 
essential condition of its welfare Is a pep 
lectiy protected coast line. 
The failure of 
its tospodo v essel a t B antry bay suggests 
the result of foreig n bar bora 
On the o ther 
hand, the easy destruction of the bo o m ?& 
the Poly phemus m ust sug g est the reflection 
th at foreig n nations hav e or can btUldjifift 
as powerful ram s with which to biro&Jf 
British harbordefensos. 


Wha t It Is Estim a ted To Be W o rth—Pla nt 
fo r Its Dispo sa l. 
[Bradstreet's.] 
It has teen computed th at the annnal 
v alue of Loudon sewag e am ounts to 8 shil­ 
ling s and 9 pence per indiv idual, and, esti­ 
m ating the population a t 4,000,003 persons, 
the total v alue w ouil be more th an $8 ,000,- 
000 per annum. 
It would thus appear, on 
the face of it, th a t in some w ay or other 
this sum should be sav ed for the city . 
There are two way s of deriv ing profit from 
sewag e: 
One 
is by the application of 
sewag e 
to land, 
as, 
for 
instance, 
is 
done 
in 
Pullman, 
Ills., 
or from trea t­ 
m ent by chemical processes. 
Precedents 
for the first plan ex ist in G reat Britain, the 
more notable ones being in Edinburg h and 
Doncaster; but from neither of these could 
the commissioners deriv e sufficient encour 
ag em ent to infer th a t the pum ping and 
other ex penses would not cancel all of the 
possible profits. 
The second plan is re­ 
g arded as y et more unfav orably , for the 
“av ailable m aterial v alue of the sewag e is 
a t present too sm all to adm it of obtaining 
from it any product which can be « old a t 
any thing like the cost of its production.” 
W ith reference to the plans for the tre a t­ 
m ent of the m etropolitan sewag e, four possi­ 
ble schemes are presented and analy zed. 
These are broad irrig ation, filtration throug h 
land, processes of deposition or precipitation, 
and precipitation supplemented by applica 
tion to land. 
The testimony seems to be 
q uite decisiv e and uniform th at for ev ery 
100 persons one acre would be needed in 
1 road irrig ation, and th at the sewag e should 
be strained or purified before perm itted tc 
finally pass upon the surface of the land. 
W hen it is rem em bered th at 40,000 acres are 
eq ual to about six ty -tw o sq uare miles, the 
im practicability of this scheme is apparent, 
for no such farm ing area can be found in 
the neig hborhood of London. 
The method which m eets w ith the g reatest 
fav or from the commission is the lost one 
mentioned. The chief adv antag e is th a t the 
sewag e is thereby much more thoroug hly 
depriv ed of its nox ious q ualities. 
The pro­ 
cess is found in actual use in Birm ing ham , 
aud is described as follows: 
“The sewag e 
is treated with lime and allowed to deposit 
in a series 
of larg e tanks; 
the clarified 
liq uid 
is then 
passed 
throug h 
porou 
land, 
after 
which 
it 
runs 
into the 
riv er, 
being found 
perfectly 
innocuous. 
The sludg e deposit, which am ounts to 5S0 
tons a day , is allowed to run in its semi­ 
fluid state upon a portion of the land laid 
out to receiv e it, after which it is dug intc 
the g round, 
which is cov ered with soil, 
planted, cropped and used for filtration. 
One acre per week is allotted for this pur 
pose, and the land so used rem ains for three 
y ears before a sludg e is put upon it ag ain. 
Thus the q uantity of land req uired for the 
di.-posal of the sludg e would be 156 acres.” 
Such a sy stem meets tho chief difficulties 
It does not req uire tho larg e area dem anded 
for broad irrig ation, and it clarifies the filth 
which is now polluting tho Thames ev en up 
to the bridg e. 
The history of London sew­ 
erag e ex perim ent conclusiv ely shows th a t a 
city has uot solv ed the problem when it ha 
ov en dev ised a m ethod for draw ing off it6 
drainag e. 
The term ini m ust be considered 
as well as the lines of transportation.

The bo y ha mmered the brute

Sev era l by ­

The leav es of this tea plant, if an 
ilex m ay be so denom inated, are g athered 
am id the wide plantations of its g row th on 
the borders of or w ithin the tropics of north­ 
ern Parag uay , and hav ing been dried by a 
careful and elaborate process, of which, not 
hav ing my self witnessed it, I om it the de­ 
scription, are reduced to a coarse, lig ht 
g reen powder.
